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Warning of 
8-year wait 

for housing 


PEOPLE on a council 
housing list could wait 
up to eight years to get 
a home, a housing offi¬ 
cial has warned. 

Steve Clark, strategic 
housing services manager 
for Forest Heath District 
Council, told the annual 
meeting of Newmarket 
Citizens' Advice Bureau 
that up to 200 people can 
make bids to take over the 
tenancy of a single vacant 
home under the current 
system of allocating 
homes. 

There are currently 1,273 
people on the waiting list in the 
Forest Heath district and with 
only 150 to 180 homes becoming 
available each year, he said it 
would take between six and a 
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half and eight years for all those 
currently on the list to be 
housed - if suitable properties 
could be found. 

But he warned that it was 
likely to become harder to get a 
rented property with Kings 
Forest Housing, which took over 
most of the council’s housing 
stock six years ago, as the 
current building programmes 
were coming to an end and 
demand for rented homes was 
increasing. 

Mr Clark said around half the 
people on the district’s waiting 
list wanted to live in Newmarket. 

He said the council was trying 
to take action to ensure that 
homes - either privately owned 
or rented - did not stand empty 


for long periods. 

“There are about 1,200 empty 
properties in the district for all 
sorts of reasons - they could be 
tied up with the estate of 
someone who has died, are in 
poor condition or people are 
trying to rent them out,” he said. 

“We try to contact owners of 
homes that have been empty for 
six months or more and invite 
them to join a private sector 
leasing scheme.” 

Mr Clark said that repossess¬ 
ions of houses where people 
were unable to pay the mortgage 
were on the increase after action 
had been put on hold due to the 
recession. 

“By the end of fuly we 
accepted more homeless cases 
than we had for the whole of last 
year,” he said. 

“I don’t think we're going to be 
out of the impact of the 
recession for quite some time.”

Teenage jockeys backed for future stardom 


FIVE teenage jockeys tipped for 
stardom have been dubbed the 
‘Brat Pack’ at Newmarket’s British 
Racing School where they 
completed their Category A 
amateur licence course. 

The five - Harry Derham, Will 
Twiston-Davies, Tom Bellamy, 
George Shaw and Freddie Mitchell 
- have all been successful on the 
pony racing circuit. 

Richard Perham, jockey coach 
at the BRS, said: “They were 
giving each other encouragement 
at the various elements of 
assessment. This was because 


they had all ridden in 40 to 80 
races against each other on 
arrival at the British Racing 
School. 

“Riding in races under rules for 
the first time is daunting for any 
young rider, however those that 
have ridden in pony races are so 
much more aware of the 
procedures that they have to go 
through on a race day. This can be 
something as simple as going into 
the weighing room for the first 
time, or knowing how to put 
rubber bands on your wrist so that 
the silks don’t ride up your arm to 


being relaxed cantering down to 
the start or being aware of riders 
around you in a race. 

“All these things make any 
young rider, whether amateur or 
professional, much more prepared 
and ready to do themselves and 
the horse justice. 

“When Harry, William, Tom, 
Freddie and Charlie are 16 years 
old and eligible for rides. They 
will, mark my words, be riding 
winners as amateurs and I have 
no doubt that I will be seeing most 
of them riding as professionals in 
years ahead. Watch out Ruby and 


AP, they’re coming to get you.” 

Pony racing has been a real 
success in nurturing jockeys of 
the future, with pony racing at 
Pony Club level, at point to points 
and the prestigious racecourse 
series sponsored by Charles 
Owen, and children all over the 
country can get involved. The 
British Racing School runs 
training days and week-long 
residential camps to teach 
children to ride “racing style” and 
to learn about the tack, training 
and keep of a pony for pony 
racing.

DERBY-winning 
racehorse trainer Peter 
Chapple-Hyam is selling 
part of his stables with a 
£1.5 million guide price. 

Machell Place Stables in 
Old Station Road, New¬ 
market, are being offered for 
sale with a six-bedroom 
house and 39 stable boxes as 
separate properties. 

The stables, which are 
grade II listed, date from the 
mid 19 th century when they 
were built behind what was 
then a pair of cottages owned 
by James (Jem) Robinson, a 
jockey and trainer. 

Ownership then passed to 
Sir John Astley, founder of 
Newmarket’s Astley Institute, 
and then to trainer Charles 
(Charlie) Wood who built the

stable yard, converted the 
cottages to a trainer’s 
residence and named them 
both after his patron, Sir 


George Chetwynd. 

Captain Machell, racehorse 
owner and manager, acquired 
the house and yard in the late 
19th century, changing their 
names again to Machell Place 
and Machell Place Stables. 

Gemma Burtt, who is 
dealing with the sale for 
Cambridge-based agents 
Bidwells, said: “Machell Place 
is the kind of opportunity that 
rarely comes along - it’s 
situated in a sought after 
position for residential buyers 
and trainers alike, and the 
yard is of a good commercial 
size.” 

The stables include staff 
accommodation, a horse 
walker and a horse spa. 

The house has 3,240 square 
feet of rooms and includes a 
basement.

MORE than £50 million was 
spent by international horse 
breeders and owners at a 
three-day sale in Newmarket. 
But the total spent in the Book 
J of the Tattersalls October 
Yearling Sale was nearly £6 
million down on the previous 
year. 

The average price paid for 
the 449 horses sold was 
£JJ2,8J7 compared to 
£ J J9,033 last year when 474 
were sold. 

The top price paid was 
£ J,260,000 for a filly bought by 
Demi O’Byrne on behalf of 
Ireland’s Coolmore Stud and 
racing operation. 

Shadwell Stud, owned by 
Sheikh Hamdan al Maktoum, 
was the leading buyer, 
spending £5.4 million on 20 
yearlings. 

Edmond Mahony, 

Tattersalls chairman, said: 
“There is no doubt that we all 
still live in testing times but 
there have been plenty of 
positives to take from this 
year’s renewal of Europe’s 
premier yearling sale. 

“The diversity of the 
international participation 
has been particularly 
heartening. To have had 
buyers from Abu Dhabi, 
Australia, Dubai, Hong Kong, 
Japan, Kazakhstan, Kuwait, 
Malaysia, Qatar, Russia, South 
Africa, Turkey and the USA all 
active at the top of the market 
is a clear demonstration of 
why October J is the sale of 
choice for so many European 
consignors. 

“To have sold the first seven 
figure yearling in Europe since 
2007 was an obvious highlight 
of the sale and it has been 
gratifying to have so many 
owners and trainers enthusing 
about the £ J,750,000

been plain sailing this week.

Dr Bob Cad- 
walladr, the prin¬ 
cipal, said: “He was a 
very bright and per¬ 
sonable young man, 
who never really 
quite fitted in. 

“He left school 
with five GCSEs 
which was a real 
achievement. 

“He still has friends 
in school and they, 
together with staff 
who knew him, have 
been hit very hard by 
the news. 

“It’s a tragic loss of 
the potential of a 
young person and it’s 
sadder because we 
knew him and ask 
the question whether 
we could have done 
more. 

“Our sympathies 
go to his family.” 

British Transport 
Police said emer¬ 
gency services were 
called just after 8pm 
when the 6.16pm 
train from Ipswich to 
Cambridge was in¬ 
volved in the inci¬ 
dent. 

Services on the line 
were suspended for 
several hours while 
investigations were 
carried out. 

Supt Paul Brogden, 
of British Transport 
Police, said: “We are 
supporting Nico’s 
family at this difficult 
time and ask that 
they be left to grieve 
in peace. 

“We are continuing 
to investigate the 
circumstances lead¬ 
ing up to his death 
but do not believe 
that there are any 
suspicious circum¬ 
stances.” 

An inquest on 
Nico, of New Chev- 
eley Road, was 
opened and adjour¬ 
ned yesterday by 
Suffolk coroner Dr 
Peter Dean at Bury St 
Edmunds police 
station.

Stable worker 
cleared after 
assault trial 


AN award-winning horse¬ 
racing worker has been 
cleared of attacking his 
girlfriend and dropping 
an ornamental pig on her 
head from an upstairs 
window. 

Stuart Messenger, 48, head 
lad at Sir Michael Stoute’s 
stables in Newmarket, was 
cleared by a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court of assault, 
causing actual bodily harm 
and criminal damage. 

He had denied all the char¬ 
ges. 

The jury of five women and 
seven men took just 47 
minutes to reach their verdicts 

His girlfriend Lee Saunders 
told the court, during a three- 
day trail, that he attacked her 
after reading text messages on 
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her phone. 

She said he smashed her 
phone and punched her twice 
in the face during the incident, 
in Mr Messenger’s flat in Sir 
Michael’s Freemason Lodge 
Stables, in Bury Road, New¬ 
market at around 2am on April 
23. 

While she was later standing 
outside the flat she was hit on 
the head with an ornamental 
pig which shattered causing a 
cut to her head which needed 
stitches in hospital. She looked 
up to see Mr Messenger at an 
upstairs window. 

But he told the court he had 
accidentally knocked the pig 
out of the window as he 


opened it to call down to her. 

He said her phone was 
smashed accidentally when it 
bounced off the bed and hit 
the wall during a struggle. 

He told the court he was 
unable to explain how she 
came to have extensive 
bruising to her face but 
suggested she may have hit 
herself as she fell backwards. 

Mr Messenger, who has 
worked in the racing industry 
for 32 years, was awarded the 
top prize of £15,000 in the 
annual Stable and Stud Staff 
awards earlier this year. 

In his nomination, Sir 
Michael said Mr Messenger 
was a key member of his team 
and he could not imagine 
being able to run his stables 
without him.

A MAN who died following a crash 
involving three cars on a major 
Cambridge road has been named by 
police. 

Steven Nicholas Upshaw, of Fordham 
Road, Soham, died after the collision 
near the junction for Cambridge 
Science Park on Milton Road last 
Wednesday. 

Witnesses described how two of the 
vehicles flipped as they collided. 

The incident happened at 4.25pm and 
involved a silver Toyota Corolla, a blue 
Hyundai i20 and a silver Mercedes. 

Mr Upshaw, 43, the driver of the 
Toyota, had to be cut from the car and 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
with a head injury. 

He was pronounced dead shortly after 
the collision but no-one else was 
injured.

He had pleaded guilty to driving his 
Mercedes at more than 70mph at an 
earlier hearing, and also to driving a car 
with windows which were insufficient 
for the transmission of light. 

Magistrates will rule on the case in a 
Newton hearing in Sudbury on 
November 30.

The victim slammed the 
door shut in fear for his 
safety but one of the crim¬ 
inals smashed his way into 
the house using the crowbar. 

The men then turned on 
their victim and struck him 
on the head with the weapon 
as they demanded cash. 

While the victim was lying 
injured they made a search 
of the property but fled 
empty-handed leaving the 
victim to call for help. 

Police tracker dogs were 
called out in the hunt for the 
men who were last seen in a 
white transit van leaving the 
scene at around 11pm. 


The dogs traced their scent 
to a nearby telephone box 
and police were focusing 
part of their investigations 
on the kiosk. 

Det Insp Chris Mead: “A 
search of the area was made 
involving patrol cars and 
police dogs. I would like to 
speak to anyone who has any 
information about this 
crime. 

“I would particularly like 
to speak to anyone who saw 
a white van in the area at the 
time. We will be focusing part 
of the investigation on the 
telephone kiosk.”

Why we're in 
High Court fight 

Sir, The letter from Sarah Beckett 
{WeeklyNews, October 7) was wrong 
and misleading. 

Forest Heath District Council and its 
members, including myself, will not 
comment on issues contained in the 
legal challenge to our Local 
Development Framework Core 
Strategy ahead of any hearing. It was, 
therefore, right that I remained silent 
on the subject at the Newmarket Town 
Council meeting. 

The question raised, as to why the 
council is spending taxpayers’ money 
to oppose “the judicial review” (which, 
incidentally, is not a judicial review but 
legal action under the planning 
legislation) in the High Court, is 
frankly astonishing. Are we to assume 
that whenever legal proceedings are 
commenced, the hapless recipient of 
the writ is simply to capitulate without 
protest? 

In this case, the proceedings were 
commenced, without any prior notice, 
in order to challenge a core strategy 
which represents five years of work 
and relates to the strategic planning of 
the entire district, for the next 15 years 
or so. That strategy has already been 
the subject of rigorous consultation 
and independent scrutiny at an 
examination in public, conducted by a 
government-appointed inspector, 
who received and listened to 
representations from, amongst others, 
elements of the horseracing industry 
The inspector found the strategy to be 
sound and recommended it to die 
council for adoption. 

In these circumstances, we clearly do 
not wish to spend a single penny of 
taxpayers’ money defending a High 
Court action which the council did not 
elicit. In the interests of the 
community as a whole, however, we 
are certainly not about to abandon 
five years of work and start again. To 
do so, I suggest, would undoubtedly 
represent a somewhat larger “waste” 
of taxpayers’ money. 

Turning now to the presence of 
officers at the hearing, as Ms Beckett 
ought to be aware, it is perfecdy 
common for those involved in legal 
proceedings to actually attend them! 

In that regard, the claimants 
themselves had representatives 
present. As far as die specific 
individuals mentioned by Ms Beckett 
are concerned, the chief executive was 
there at my specific request and 
returned to his office after the hearing. 
The council’s solicitor, Peter Heard, 
was (perhaps unsurprisingly) present 
at the hearing as were Nigel McCurdy, 
director of strategic services, together 
with the planning officer responsible 
for managing the production of the 
core strategy. 

As well as attending, in their 
professional capacity, on behalf of the 
council, which clearly has a legitimate 
interest in the outcome of the hearing, 
the latter three officers spent the 
remainder of the day in consultation 
with our legal advisers in London and 
were also present for that purpose - a 
situation which certainly would not 
have been necessary but for the 
commencement of these proceedings. 
The query is also raised as to why the 
council is spending taxpayers’ money 
“supporting Lord Derby”. This is 
absolutely inaccurate. The council, as 
mentioned above, is engaged in 
defending its core strategy, as the local 
planning authority for the district. As 
a matter of law, Lord Derby is entitled 
to join the proceedings as a defendant, 
if he so chooses, subject to the consent 
of the High Court. In this instance, 


having presented an application to 
the court for this purpose, the judge 
decided to grant the consent in 
question. 

Finally, in making her comment 
about FHDC “cutting children’s 
services”, one would expect Ms 
Beckett to be aware that the district 
council is not actually responsible for 
the delivery of children’s services.

We need council 
tax forecasts 

Sir, You reported last week that 
Newmarket Town Council are 
devising a ‘vision’ for the future. I 
hope that they will extend that vision 
to give a detailed forecast of their 
council tax bills over the next several 
years. Over the past 10 years, the 


parish of Newmarket has doubled its 
tax demands at a time when inflation 
has risen by only 30 per cent. Most of 
the 22 other parishes in Forest Heath 
charge considerably less, parish 
councils’ spending being largely 
discretionary If their last annual hike 
were to become the norm, 
Newmarket’s tax demand would 
double again within five years. 
Despite charging over three times the 
rate of inflation, the council is 
borrowing three times its annual 
precept. This is remarkable. We know 
that central Government has 
forbidden council tax rises next April. 
The situation after that is not clear, 
but the town council should be 
prepared soon to explain, in detail, 
what percentage changes in taxation 
are likely year by year - over, say the 
next five years - as it seeks to move 
into balance. Some allowance might 
need to be made for increases in the, 
historically low, present interest rates. 
If the town council could ‘set out its 


stall’ for its electors in this way, 
preferably in your columns where 
it would reach a wide audience, it 
will be very helpful to taxpayers.

Incinerator plans 
move step closer 


CONTROVERSIAL plans 
to burn Suffolk’s house¬ 
hold waste moved a step 
closer when councillors 
signed the contract to 
build a multi-million 
pound incinerator. 

The scheme, opposed by 
Liberal Democrats on Suffolk 
County Council and 
environmental groups, has 
been heralded as an 
alternative to dumping waste 
in landfill sites and a step 
towards making the county 
“greener”. 

But opponents have raised 
fears about pollution and have 
claimed that there is an 
increased risk of cancers, 
respiratory problems and 
birth defects for people living 
near the site for the 
incinerator at Great 
Blakenham, near Ipswich. 

The county council has 
commissioned SITA UK, one

of the country’s leading 
recycling and resource 
management companies, to 
build and run the Energy from 
Waste facility - as the 
incinerator is officially known. 

The council has argued that 
the switch to burning rubbish 
would save £350 million in 
landfill costs over the 25-year 
life of the contract. 

The incinerator will also 
generate electricity and ash 
left from burning waste could 
be used in road building and 
other projects. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, the 
county council’s portfolio 
holder for waste, said: “We are 
committed to recycling and 
composting as much waste as 
possible and are delighted 
that recycling rates in the 
county are improving, thanks 
to the efforts of Suffolk

residents. 

“However, some waste 
simply can’t be recycled and 
we needed to find the best 
possible solution for dealing 
with this waste.” 

Cllr Chambers, who 


represents Newmarket and 
Red Lodge, said: “The signing 
of this contract takes us one 
step closer to that solution 
and represents tremendous 
value for money for Suffolk, 
which in the current 
economic climate is very good 
news. 

“SITA UK will pay for the 
£180 million building and 
we’ll get a Government grant 
to help cover the running 
costs over the next 25 years.” 

A decision on the planning 
application is expected by the 
end of next year and if perm¬ 
ission is granted work will 
start early in 2012 and will be 
finished by December 2014. 

An Environment Agency 
permit would also be needed 
before the building can be 
used. 

Exhibitions have been 
staged around the county to 
explain more about the 
project.

Soldier’s name 
goes on village

A YOUNG soldier kill¬ 
ed in Afghanistan has 
been honoured by 
having his name add¬ 
ed to the war mem¬ 
orial in his home 
village.

the Royal Anglian Regiment, 
with whom Robbie, 19, was 
serving when he was killed 
by an improvised bomb on 
lanuary 3. Family and 
friends of Robbie also 
attended the ceremony. 

He had been in the Army 
for just a year when he 
died while on patrol in 


Helmand Province. 

It was Robbie’s dream to 
join the Army and he has 
been praised by senior 
officers and colleagues as a 
“hugely professional and 
talented soldier”. 

He has already been 
remembered by the ded¬ 
ication of a flagpole at 
Burwell Village College 
Primary School, which he 
attended as a child before 
moving on to Bottisham 
Village College. 

The service was organ¬ 
ised by the parish council 
with help from Paul Hawes, 
chairman of the Burwell 
Museum Trustees, who 
previously researched miss¬ 
ing names from the mem¬ 
orial and campaigned for 
them to be added. 

Wreaths were laid by the 
parish council and the 
regiment during the service.

docks and a crane on the site 
of the new Premier Inn in 
Newmarket. 

Ken Ashby, crew manager 
at Newmarket, said: “We’re 
grateful to Barnes Con¬ 
struction, the contractors 
working on the Premier Inn, 


for allowing us to hold exer¬ 
cises on the site. 

“Other exercises were also 
held at the July racecourse 
and we want to thank the 
racecourse management for 
letting us do so.” 

Further training was 
carried out at Churchill Court 
flats in Newmarket, owned by 
Kings Forest Housing, and at 
Anglian Water’s Kennett 
pumping station where the 


techniques were tested for 
making a rescue from 
underground. 

At Newmarket, 23 of the 25 
full-time and on-call - 
formerly known as retained - 
firefighters have been given 
the training in using the 
ropes and other equipment 
which became operational 
from October 1. 

Those engaged in working 
at height wear a new all-in- 


one overall instead of 
traditional firefighters’ fire 
retardant gear. 

They have also been 
allocated new fire engines to 
carry all the necessary 
equipment. 

At Newmarket the crew 
have also been allocated a 
second new fire engine to 
replace an older “pump 
rescue tender” fitted with 
specialised cutting gear and 


other equipment for use in 
road crashes - particularly on 
the A14. 

The new machines, which 
cost around £250,000 each, 
have 280 horsepower engines 
and computer-controlled 
pumps. The bodywork is 
made of recyclable plastic. 

They are built by Scottish 
company Emergency One on 
a Volvo chassis and have new 
“wailer” sirens.

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Rollercoaster ride from a 
dream life to living rough 


E MMA Hyde 
had the kind 
of life people 
dream of. Aged 28, 
she had a husband 
she adored, a 
handsome salary, 
and a high-powered 
marketing job that 
took her into the 
glamorous world of 
Formula One 
racing. 

She even has a scar on 
her knee to prove it, 
following an incident 
with a dodgem car and 
Jenson Button... 

But today, Emma also 
bears scars of a different 
kind. Until two years ago 
she was sleeping rough 
on the streets of 
Cambridge, and 
shoplifting to get her 
fix of alcohol. 

“My life has been a 
huge rollercoaster, I’ve 
been through every 
emotion you could 
have,” says Emma, who’s 
36. 

“I had absolutely 
everything; I was 
earning in excess of 
£45,000 a year, I had my 
false nails done every 
month, I had a £2,500 
suit allowance every six 
months ... and I went 
from that to drinking

to roll into a cigarette.” 

It’s easy to trace when 
Emma’s problems 
began; just six weeks 
after her dream wedding 
to her partner of eight 
years, he walked out. 

“He left me for a 
younger model,” she 
says. “I was devastated. 
He was my first love, and 
it was a bolt out of the 
blue.” 

Emma began to drink 
heavily: “As soon as I got 
back from work it’d be a 
couple of bottles of wine 
a night. But I knew I had 
a problem when I used 
to get up in the morning 
and think: ‘Oh, I’ll just 
have a drink to level 
myself, and then I’ll be 
able to focus on the 
day’.” 

Her world began to 
fall apart. 

She started slipping 
into debt, her father 
died, and soon after she 
discovered a lump in her 
breast. Emma had 
cancer. 

“I had to go through 
chemo, which was 
horrible. And at the 
same time I was still a 
heavy drinker, and 
hiding it from 
everyone.” 

Fortunately the 
treatment worked, but 


Emma didn’t give up 
drinking - and in 2002, 
she left her job and her 
Essex village to move to 
Cambridge. 

“I had to leave, there 
were too many 
memories,” she says. “I 
like cities, and I thought 
Cambridge was 
probably not as much of 
a monster of a city as 
London.” 

But Emma’s life soon 
spiralled out of control. 
“I was drinking all day, 
every day,” she 
remembers. “I had a 
house in Cambridge, but 
I got into a relationship 
that got really violent, 
and ended up having to 
go into a women’s 
refuge. And while I was 
there I got into arrears 
and got evicted. That 
was when I ended up on 
the streets.” 

Sleeping rough was, 
she says, “very, very 
scary. I’d sleep in car 
parks, like Level D at the 
Lion Yard car park 
because it was the 
warmest part, and also 
outside at the back of 
Parkside Swimming 
Pool, because you get 
the warm air from the 
vents.” 

But although she was 
scared, she found 
friendship in the 
homeless community. 

“There is an amazing 
camaraderie there,” says 


Emma. “People would 
take it in turns to sleep, 
so you could get a half- 
decent night’s sleep 
knowing that other 
people would stay 
awake and watch out for 
the Old Bill or any other 
trouble.” 

Emma spent her days 
with her new-found 
friends, and shoplifted 
to get her alcohol. One 
quirky memory always 
stands out for her: 
“There was a group of us 
sitting in the market 
square, and for about 
the fourth time that day, 
somebody had come up 
and offered their chips 
to us. And I thought: 
‘This is absolutely 
ridiculous, homeless 
people don’t just eat 
chips!’ So I promptly 
walked into Marks and 
Sparks and walked out 
with two freshly-dressed 
lobsters, two bottles of 
Champagne and a bottle 
of Chablis. 

“We had a fantastic 
picnic. But obviously the 
first rule of shoplifting is 
never go to the same site 
more than once ... and 
on my third time I got 
caught and hauled up in 
front of the magistrate. 

“She said: ‘Miss Hyde, 
have you got anything to 
say?’ And I said 
‘Homeless people are 
fed up of eating chips! 
We’re humans, and I 
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thought we deserved a 
treat’. She gave me a little 
smile ... and a £40 fine.” 

But life as a hard 
drinker was tough, and it 
was only after six long 
years on Cambridge’s 
streets that Emma had 
her wake-up call. 

“They said: ‘If you don’t 
stop drinking, within 
three months you will be 
dead’. 

“Which is the worst 
thing you can say to 
somebody, because I just 
went on a massive bender 
for three months. And 
then I thought: ‘Hmm, 

I’m not dead. Better do 
something about it’. 

“Plus I was fed up of 
having to go shoplifting 
for my booze, and fed up 
of having to scrabble 
around for 70p so I could 
have a can of cider inside 
me before I went 
shoplifting. I thought I 
was better than that.” 

But perhaps Emma’s 
biggest inspiration was 
meeting Andy, who was 
also in the homeless 
system, and living in a 
local hostel. 

The pair met while 
doing an art project, “and 
I thought he was a laugh,” 
remembers Emma. “He 
invited me up to his 
section for pizza one 
night. He still owes me for 
that pizza! 

“He was the main 
reason I gave up drinking. 
He made it quite clear 
that he couldn’t be with 
an alcoholic, so I was like 
right, I’ll show you! I’m 
going to go and get 
myself sorted out.” 

And she did. In 
December 2008, Emma 
went into rehab at 
Fulbourn Hospital. 

It was, she says, 
horrendous. 

“There’s only two beds 
there for people that are 
actually doing detox, the 


rest of it is for mental 
health patients. 

“I walked in there and 
it was just this mayhem 
of people walking round 
talking to themselves, 
and throwing papier 
mache balls at me. 

“I was rattling - that’s 
where you need a drink, 
you sweat and feel sick, 
and really, really shake. 
And I thought ‘Sod this!’ 
But then I thought ‘No, no 

Staff gave Emma 
tranquilisers which left 
her sleeping for three 
days, “And when I woke 
up I was more focused. I 
thought I actually could 
do this.” 

Keeping herself 
occupied was Emma’s 
life-saver; she spent 
hours playing brain 
games like Boggle: “Some 
of the staff stayed on after 
their shifts to try and beat 
me; I am still the Boggle 
champion of Fulbourn 
Hospital!” she laughs. 

Two weeks later, Emma 
came out - and was 
overjoyed to be placed in 
a shared house. “I was 
really lucky,” she admits. 
“I was with two others 
and they weren’t 
drinking, so that was 
amazing.” 

From that moment, 
Emma’s life turned 
around. 

Her relationship with 
Andy flourished, she 
started producing a radio 
show, Homeless Truths, 
on community station 
209 Radio, and got 
involved with homeless 
action groups to keep 
herself busy. 

“I had to have 
something to occupy 
myself,” she says. “I get 
bored really, really easily. 
So I just got my teeth 
really stuck into putting 
something back, trying to 
make things better.” 


It wasn’t long before 
Emma had something 
else to occupy her time - 
a new baby, Daisy, who is 
now seven months old. 

“She’s gorgeous. She is 
just absolutely 
wonderful,” sighs Emma. 
Was she planned? 

“No, I was drunk for 10 
years, I didn’t think it was 
possible!” she laughs. 

Emma, Andy and Daisy 
now live together “in a 
nice little two-bedroom 
house in the suburbs of 
Cambridge,” and life 
couldn’t be better. 

But Emma refuses to 
run away from her past. 

These days, she throws 
all her spare time into 
Cambridge Link-Up, a 
community action group 
which she now chairs. 

Its aim is to tap into 
homeless people’s talents, 
award small grants and 
organise projects for the 
street community. 

“It gives hope to 
people. I know it sounds 
really corny, but it gives 
people a bit of structure, 
and something else to 
focus on apart from how 
s*** their life is and where 
the next drink or drug hit 
is coming from.” 

Emma is also 
determined to change 
people’s attitudes towards 
homelessness: “They 
have this perception that 
it’s something people 
have brought upon 
themselves, but it’s not! 
Nobody chooses to 
become homeless.” 

And she of all people 
knows it can happen to 
anyone; she’s just relieved 
to have come through it. 

“It’s brilliant,” she 
smiles. “But without 
things like Cambridge 
Link-Up, I can hand on 
heart say I wouldn’t be 
here.”

World Homeless Day was held on 
Sunday when Cambridge Link-Up 
organised a Sponsored Homeless 
Discovery Trail to raise much-needed 
funds.

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CAB volunteers 
deal with debts 
of over £3 million

PEOPLE with debts total¬ 
ling more than £3 million 
sought the help of the 
Citizens' Advice Bureau in 
the past year. 

The Newmarket bureau dealt 
with 103 “priority debts” - such 
as mortgage or rent arrears - tot¬ 
alling more than £550,000 and 
806 non-priority debts - such as 
credit cards and store cards - 
totalling more than £2.5 million. 

Lynne Rawlings, who became 
manager of the bureau earlier 
this year, said: “The average 
client came in with five debts 
and an average value of £17,000. 
But in the last few weeks we had 
someone come in with debts of 
more than £180,000.” 

She said the majority of the 
problems were sorted out with a 
debt management plan. But in 
some cases bankruptcy was the 
only option, although in others 
it was possible to get debts 
written off.

She warned, at the bureau’s 
annual meeting at the town’s 
Catholic Church hall, that the 
situation was likely to get worse 
as further Government spend¬ 
ing cuts start to bite. 

Other major issues brought to 
the bureau last year included 
522 inquiries about benefits and 
458 employment inquiries. 

She said the work of volun¬ 
teers at the bureau, in Foley 
Gate, Wellington Street, would 
have cost £56,000 if they had 
been paid an equivalent salary - 


and the figure did not include 
the time spent by the employ¬ 
ment and immigration specialist 
or the board of trustees. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, chairman 
of the trustees, said: “We are very 
grateful for the support we get 
from local authorities - Suffolk 
County Council, Forest Heath 
District Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil.” 

He said all three had given 
additional cash to help cope 
with the extra work as a result of 
the recession - and Suffolk 
County Council gave another 
£ 10 , 000 . 

But he said the bureau was 
looking at other sources of 
funding in anticipation of 
expected reductions in council 
support as a result of Govern¬ 
ment cuts. 

More volunteers are needed 
to help with the work of the 
bureau, which is open Mondays, 
Tuesdays and Thursdays bet¬ 
ween 9.30am and 2.30pm.

Sensors to help keep homes warm 


A NEW project will help elderly 
and vulnerable people keep warm 
in winter. 

Temperature sensors are being 
installed in 25 homes occupied by 
pensioners or other people 
considered to be “at risk” of 
hypothermia. 

The Cosy Homes scheme has 
been launched by Forest Heath 
District Council in partnership 
with Homeshield Plus, Saffron 


Housing and Suffolk Community 
Healthcare and Forest Heath GPs. 

One of the first has been 
installed in a bungalow in 
Edgeborough Close, Kentford. 

The sensors will trigger an 
alarm at a call centre if the 
temperature drops below 12 
degrees centigrade - or it gets 
above 32 degrees C in summer. 

The call centre will then alert a 
carer or family member. 


Cllr Marion Fairman-Smith, the 
district council’s member 
champion for affordable and 
accessible housing said: “This is 
a brilliant pilot scheme to make 
sure that vulnerable people keep 
warm and well in the winter and 
will hopefully reduce excessive 
winter deaths. 

“There is a genuine concern, 
particularly if we get another 
winter like the last one.”

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W hen she exploded on 
to the music scene in 
2007 with her 

cockney-tinged lyrics speaking 
of the awkwardness of teenage 
romance and the vitriol of 
break-ups, Kate Nash became 
an overnight sensation. 

The feisty songbird saw her debut 
album Made of Bricks - featuring her 
signature hit Foundations - go double 
platinum, catapulting her to the top of 
the album charts. 

After the frenzy surrounding her 
died down, the guitar-wielding, piano¬ 
pounding singer-songwriter retreated 
from the glare of the music scene for 
a while. However, in April she was 
back in the limelight, with the release 
of her long-awaited second album My 
Best Friend Is You, signalling a 
coming of age for the 23-year-old. 

Produced by the former Suede 
guitarist Bernard Butler, those 
expecting a retread of her pop debut 
will have to look elsewhere: this 
album introduces a grown-up Nash to 
the charts, one that deals firmly with 
the issue of female empowerment. 

The album boasts more mature 
themes, a wider range of influences 
and much more challenging sounds - 
look no further than the raucous I Just 
Love You More, which was given 
away as a free download earlier this 


year. London born and bred, Nash 
says she feels good about her new 
album, pleased with the way it’s 
turned out and rightfully sees the 
songs on it as a progression from 
those of Made of Bricks. “That can 
only be a good thing, right?” she 
asserts. 

First single Do-Wah-Doo (sample 
lyric: “Everyone thinks she’s a bit of 
alright but I think that she’s not so 
nice / Everyone thinks that she’s a 
lady, but I don’t - I think that girl’s 
shady”) was inspired by the girl 
groups of the late 50s and early 60s, 
complete with the sort of rolling 
drums, strings, handclaps and ‘doo¬ 
wop’ rhythms you’d hear in records by 
The Ronettes or The Supremes. 

“I really got into that sound,” she 
enthuses. “I’d heard it when my 
parents played it when I was little, but 
really started listening to it when I 
was in Australia on tour in 2008.1 
picked up this box set called One Kiss 
Can Lead To Another, a collection of 
rare girl group singles, and I just 
found the writing amazing. I was on a 
plane and I heard Stop In The Name 
Of Love by The Supremes, a song I 
knew inside out, in a totally different 
light. 

“As a kid it had this amazing dance 
beat and melody, but then I must have 
been feeling emotional on the plane - 
sometimes I get that, must be the 
altitude - and it just hit me that it’s 


the saddest song ever. This woman is 
begging her partner to stop cheating 
on her, and she’ll forgive him as long 
he comes back, but she just needs 
him,” she muses, stopping for a 
moment to let her dissection of the 
song sink in. “It’s insane, and I’d 
never heard it like that before. 

“That sort of music was all I was 
listening to for a while, I only wanted 
to listen to girl groups - The 
Ronettes, The Shirelles, The Crystals, 
The Chiffons, The Flirtations and The 
Angels and loads of others. 

“That time period, late 50s and 
early 60s, was really interesting; a lot 
of people seemed to be in unhappy 
relationships, because it wasn’t 
acceptable to get divorced. That 
situation just makes for the most 
heartbreaking music, because 
people pretended and put on a 
front - which might explain 
why that music is so ‘up’, but 
then the lyrics are so 
heartbreaking.” 

As was the case with 
Made of Bricks, Kate 
doesn’t particularly write 
about herself and her 
own situation, so you 
won’t hear love songs about 
her boyfriend. The Cribs singer 
Ryan Jarman, on the album. 

“I like to write the truth. I wear 
my heart on my sleeve, but at the 
same time I love theatre and fiction 


and stories 
as well. I might 
get bored just 
writing about 
myself anyway. 

I’d have to make sure I 
was always doing 
interesting stuff, 
wouldn’t I? I 
couldn’t just sit 
in and watch 
Jeremy 
Kyle.”

The big film 



WALL STREET: MONEY 
NEVER SLEEPS 
certificate 12A 132m 

MORE than 20 years after Michael 
Douglas won an Oscar as scheming 
Wall Street trader Gordon Gekko in 
Oliver Stone’s acclaimed film, the 
character’s mantra - “Greed is good” 
- rings louder and clearer than ever. 
The global recession continues to 
bite and much of the blame is laid at 
the revolving doors of avaricious 
bankers, who took big risks and 
enjoyed massive bonuses for their 
spectacular failure. Against this 
backdrop of mismanagement, writer- 
director Stone returns to the hallowed 
halls of New York’s financial district, 
where banks go cap in hand to the 
US government for bail-outs. 

Aside from a brief cameo from 
Charlie Sheen as Bud Fox, Gekko is 
the only returning character for the 
sequel, which pits Douglas’s 
dinosaur, who has been languishing 
behind bars, against a new 
generation of men in suits. 

The global financial landscape may 
have changed but the pursuit of 
profits at the expense of friendships 
and the natural world has not. 

The film opens in 2008 with Gekko 
(Douglas) being released from jail 
with his effects, which include a gold 
money clip and a hefty, brick-like 


mobile phone. 

He emerges into a world that is firmly 
controlled by the financial community 
and teetering on the brink of ruin. 

He finds new success with a best¬ 
selling book and tour. In the audience 
is ambitious trader Jake Moore (Shia 
LaBeouf), who is the boyfriend of 
Gekko’s estranged daughter Winnie 
(Carey Mulligan). 

He is inspired by Gekko’s words but 
knows that making contact would 
jeopardise his relationship with the 
woman of his dreams. 

When Jake’s mentor Louis Zabel 
(Frank Langella) commits suicide 
after his company is taken over by 
vicious rival Bretton James (Josh 
Brolin), the young man swears 


revenge and enlists the help of Gekko 
to destroy Bretton and the people he 
works for. 

Wall Street: Money Never Sleeps 
bares its teeth at the banking 
community but ultimately doesn’t 
draw blood, using the recession as a 
hook for a retread of the original film, 
with tearful father-daughter bonding 
thrown in for good measure. 

LaBeouf and Mulligan are well 
matched as they struggle to keep 
their relationship afloat in a sea of lies 
and betrayal. 

Douglas relishes the chance to slip 
back into the designer threads of his 
signature role. 

Underestimate him at your peril.

An apple a day - 
it's not hard to do 


J ust one bite of a ripe, 
crisp apple picked 
straight off the tree 
should be enough of a 
mouth-watering experience 
to make most gardeners 
want to grow at least one 
variety in their own garden. 

Apples are the taste of autumn 
and there are many apple events at 
this time of year around the 
country, inviting people to try new 
varieties, offering growing advice 
and looking at how to avoid pests 
and diseases. 

Yet, apples are not difficult to 
grow and there are enough 
varieties to cater for virtually any 
amount of space you may have, 
even if you only have room for one 
in a container. 

The RHS - whose festival, A 
Taste Of Autumn, runs from 
October 21-24, celebrating apples 
and other autumn produce with 
events at its four RHS gardens in 
Wisley (Surrey), Harlow Carr 
(Harrogate), Hyde Hall (Essex) 
and Rosemoor (Devon), and 
hundreds of RHS recommended 
gardens around the UK - has now 
launched a new apple guide 
offering tips on choosing a variety,

cultivation and troubleshooting. 

Apples can be grown in a range 
of forms, including traditional 
open-centred trees, cordons (single 
stem with short side-shoots) and 
espaliers (trained to grow on a flat 
plane, often symmetrical and 
against a wall or fence). You need 
to choose your tree according to 
the space available. 

There is also a wide range of 
rootstocks, from dwarfing to 
vigorous, but for a medium-sized 
bush tree or a cordon, choose the 
semi-dwarfing M26 rootstock. 

To crop well, apple trees also 
need pollination from another tree, 
so be sure to choose varieties from 
the same or a close pollination 
group. 

Bare-root trees can be planted 
when dormant, from late autumn 
until early spring. Apples thrive in 


a well-drained soil, at least 60cm 
(2ft) deep. Add well-rotted organic 
matter before planting and mulch 
and water through the growing 
season until your tree is growing 
well. Apples prefer a sheltered, 
frost-free position in full sun, 
though providing they receive half 
a day’s sunshine in the growing 
season they will tolerate some 
shade. 

Once established, your apple 
tree will need very little care 
throughout the year, but a little 
love will go a long way to keeping 
it healthy. Keep it weed-free and 
water it during dry spells and when 
the fruit starts to swell, particularly 
if it is newly planted or in a 
container. 

In early spring sprinkle a 
balanced general fertiliser (such as 
Growmore) around the base. To 
ensure the best crop, prune the tree 
every year. 

Apple trees can suffer from a 
variety of common problems such 
as brown rot, apple scab and other 
diseases, often derived from poor 
levels of calcium, erratic watering 
or wet summers. The RHS apple 
guide offers advice on how to 
alleviate these problems. 

Most apples will be ready to 
pick sometime between August 


and October, depending on the 
variety. As with most fruit, the 
obvious way of testing if an apple 
is ready for picking is to taste it. 
The other telltale sign is if there 
are a few lying on the ground 
around the tree (called windfalls). 
The fruit should have swelled to a 
good size and started to colour up. 

The RHS’s recommended 
varieties include ‘Blenheim 
Orange’, used early for cooking, 
‘Discovery’, a red-flushed dessert 
apple, ‘Egremont Russet’, a 
dessert type which is good for 
storage, and ‘Pixie’, a Cox’s type 
apple which produces small fruits 
ideal for children.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Kaffir lily (Schizostylis) 

These elegant, autumn- 
flowering perennials are ideally 
placed in a sunny, sheltered spot in 
soil which is well-drained in 
winter but doesn’t dry out in 
summer, so you may need to 
improve the soil with applications 
of garden compost or well-rotted 
manure. 



MOUTH-WATERING the Royal Horticultural Society has 
published a new guide on how to grow apples, even in 
the smallest gardens or in containers. 


The rhizomes should be planted 
2.5-5cm (l-2in) deep in spring and 
you’ll need to plant several plants 
around 30cm (12in) apart to give 
any impact. They can grow to 
around 80cm (3 lin) tall and make 
great companions for asters, while 
pink-flowered varieties also 
complement silver foliage plants 
well. Kaffir lilies are hardy in most 
areas but you’ll need to cover them 


with a thick winter mulch or grow 
them in pots under glass in colder 
regions. In winter, cut down the 
stems and protect the crowns with 
chipped bark. 

Popular varieties include S. 
coccinea ‘Major’, which bears big, 
deep red flowers, while ‘Fenland 
Daybreak’ is a smaller variety 
which bears pink flowers from 
August to November.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Ford Fiesta remains UK’s 
most popular new car buy 


NEW car sales dipped 
last month compared 
with the scrappage- 
boosted figure in 
September 2009, it 
was announced this 
week. 

A total of 335,246 new 
vehicles were registered 
last month - an 8.9 per 
cent fall on the total for 
the same month last year, 
the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT) said. 

The 2010 year-end new 
car sale total is now 
expected to reach two 
million - slightly up on 
2009. 

The September 2009 
total was influenced by 
the Government’s car 
scrappage scheme which 
was introduced in May 


last year and which ran 
until the early part of 
2010 . 

The SMMT said that, 
with the effects of 
scrappage excluded, the 
September 2010 total was 
16.3 per cent ahead of 
September 2009 and on a 
par with September 2008. 

SMMT chief executive 
Paul Everitt added: 
“Despite an 8.9 per cent 
fall in September 
registrations, demand for 
new cars has stabilised 
and will end 2010 slightly 
up on last year. 

“It is important that, 
alongside the 

Government’s austerity 
measures, the 

comprehensive spending 
review signals a strong 
growth agenda to boost 
consumer and business 


confidence.” 

So far this year, the new 
car market has totalled 
1,635,659 - a 7.8 per cent 
rise on the January- 
September 2009 figure. 

But with the scrappage 
scheme over, sales have 
fallen 11.0 per cent in the 
last three months com¬ 
pared to the same period 
last year. 

Last month, when the 
new “60” registration 
plates were introduced, 
was 1 per cent better than 
the SMMT had predicted 
earlier but was still the 
second-worst September 
since the twice-yearly 
(March and September) 
plate change was 
introduced in 1999. 

SMMT said it remained 
cautious about the 
outlook for new car sales, 


adding that the VAT rise, 
due in fanuary, “could 
modestly affect the timing 
of demand towards the 
end of the year”. 

Private sales, which 
were particularly boosted 
by the scrappage scheme, 
were down 19 per cent 
last month compared 
with September 2009, but 
fleet sales rose 6.7 per 
cent.

Lotus unveils bold expansion 
plans for new supercar era 


THE renowned Norfolk 
sports car marque of 
Lotus is launching a 
string of new and 
replacement models over 
the next five years - and 
they’re all stunning, 
writes Phil Vaughan. 

An ambitious investment 
programme in new models 
will put the famous British 
marque firmly in contention 
for the global supercar crown 
within just a few short years. 

Spring 2013 sees the launch 
of the new 5.0-litre V8 Esprit, 
a superbly-sculpted sports 
car that has a claimed top 
speed of 200mph and which 
can rocket to 62mph from 
standstill in just 3.4 seconds. 

The firm, based in Hethel, 
Norfolk, says the 612bhp 
Esprit’s incredible 

performance makes it the 
ultimate supercar, yet it won’t 


cost the earth - Lotus is 
projecting it to retail for 
around £110,000. 

The firm’s managing 
director, Dany Bahar, says the 
focus this time round will be 
firmly on the car, and not 
films - previous Esprits have 
starred alongside lames 
Bond, and enjoyed roles in 
Pretty Woman and Basic 
Instinct. 

Bahar admits: “There’s a 
fine balance between 
acknowledging the greatness 
of the past while at the same 
time rapidly leaping forward 
to the future, and ensuring 
that this car not only does the 
name Esprit justice but also 
the Lotus brand. 

“I think we’ve managed to 
find the balance and in doing 
so created a new icon, a car 
people will find hard to resist. 
The design is aggressive, I’m 
very proud of this car.” 

Autumn 
2013 will see 
the launch of 
the new 

190mph Elan, 
which gets a 
444bhp 4.0- 
litre V6 
engine and a 
£75,000 price 
tag. 

Bahar 
hopes that 
the Elan will 
convert 
people to 


Lotus, for it goes a long way 
towards dispelling the old 
misconceptions about this 
sub-supercar class - that in 
order to have high 
performance you must 
sacrifice usability. With the 
new 2+2 Elan, those days are 
gone, says Bahar. 

Moving on to spring 2014, 
the ground-breaking new 
Elite drop-top, which also 
gets a 5.0-litre amidships 
engine and performance 
figures close to those of the 
Esprit, will have the option of 
hybrid technology. Lotus says 
it will cost circa £115,000. 

Bahar feels there is a clear 
market for the Elite, and 
believes there is nothing else 
on the market to match it for 
style and performance. 

Industry experts say Lotus 
could also launch a compact 
and frugal city car the same 
year, but nothing has yet been 
confirmed. 

A full five years hence, in 
2015, will come the Lotus 
Eterne. It’s a four-do or, four¬ 
seater GT model again with 
the 5.0-litre, pressure- 
charged V8 engine, with Lotus 
saying this will cost around 
£120,000 when it launches. 

Of the Eterne, Bahar says: 
“The biggest difference 
between the Eterne and class 
competitors is that it is not an 
evolution of an existing two- 
door model, it’s a deliberate 
and considered stand-alone

two-seater, 2.0-litre Elise, a 
lightweight four-cylinder 
sports car expected to cost a 
more affordable £35,000. 

Of this entry-level Lotus, a 
replacement for the current 
popular Elise, Bahar says: 
“The Elise you can buy now is 
still a fantastic car, make no 
mistake, Lotus remain very 
proud of it, but this is a 
natural progression for us 
moving forward. 

“The Elise 2015 will also be 
class-leading in terms of 
performance and efficiency.” 

The succession of new and 
replacement Lotus models 
will also boost the presence 
on the world stage of the 
marque’s Malaysian owner, 
Proton, which took over the 
firm in 1996.
